6,100 employes of the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Co., at San Francisco. 
co. ) 


The board ordered a new election, 
but said it would delay the poll ‘‘un- 
til such time as we are satisfied 
that the effects of the respondent’s 
(company’s) unfair labor practices 
have been dissipated sufficiently to 
permit a free choice of representa- 
tives.” The CIO union now is known 
as the Utility Workers Organizing 
Committee. 


The board ordered the company 
to ‘stop interfering with  self-or- 
ganization of its employes.” 

In the first election, held in De- 
cember, 1937, an unaffiliated 
union defeated the CIO 3550 to 2254. 
That election was set aside because 
the board held that supervisors had 
taken “an active part in the organ- 
izational activity” on behalf of the 
unaffiliated union at San Jose, Red- 
wood City, Auburn and other points. 

The board said that the company 
had actively aided the unaffiliated 
union.

LABOR PEACE 
STYMIED 


Further Presidential 
Intervention Sole Hope 
For Uniting Factions 


WASHINGTON, ((P—Further in- 
tervention by President Roosevelt 
in the dispute between the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor and _ the 
Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions appeared today to be the only 
remaining hope for prevention of a 
more intensified labor war. 

Leaders of the AFL and the CIO 
cast aside the President’s plea “with 
honor,” virtually abandoned nego- 
tiations for unity, and disputed re- 
sponsibility for failure of the latest 
peace talks which have been in re- 
cess since April 4.

But I'll 
tell you this—Shirley, Freddie and 
Oliver look a lot more like the 
characters named than Sydney 
iWooderson of England does the 
; world’s greatest mile runner. Sydney 
|had the sportswriters rubbing their 
| eyes and pinching themselves when 
he arrived here on his way to 
Princeton, where he will compete 


|; Sports Parade | 


on Saturday. 

The record book. which seldom 
lies, has it down in black and white 
| that Sydney has run the mile in 
4:06.4 for one world mark, the half 
mile in 1:49.2 for another, and the 
800 meters in 1:48.4 for a third. You 
may not be from Missouri, or any- 
where near it, but one peek. at 
Sydney and you'd question the 
marks until you saw him run and 
clocked him with your own time- 
piece. 

I’ve seen lots of athletes who 
didn’t look the part. but none to 
compare with Sydney. Weighing 
only 126 pounds. and standing a 
;scarce five feet six inches, he gives 
| the impression of a chap who could- 
n’t get through one round of stren- 
uous parchesi without a minute or 
two in the oxygen tent. To see him 
peeking shyly through heavy rim- 
med tortoise shell glasses, to hear 
him talking in his soft voice, you’d 
swear he wasn’t even strong enough 
to be a chess champion. much less 
run a blistering mile. 

But he must be able to boil it, this 
little lawyer who wears the silks of 
ithe Blackheath Harriers of London. 
He has beaten every one who has 
had to go at him. including Jack 
Lovelock, the new Zealander who 
was good enough to whip the world 
in the 1500-meter run in the last 
olympics. More important. he has 
beaten the clock. and the clock is 
a foe that takes 9. lot of beating. 

The last time he showed his heels 
to competitors was in a mile run in 
the Britich games meet: at White 
City. London, late in May. All he 
did then was to spin the distance 
in 4:7.4, despite the fact that a 
nearby water tank broke and flood- 
ed 30 or 40 yards of the track. Ap- 
parently Wooderson, unlike our best 
miler, Johnstown, is a mudder, and 
can go in the goo just as well as 
he can on a lightning track. 

Possessed of amazing stamina. 
Wooderson gets his fast times with 
on almost incredible “kick” toward 
{the finish of a race. He can, if 
necessary, run the last quarter of 
the mile in good 440-yard time. His 
Style is not a particularly pretty 
one, but he has a long, loping stride 
which covers a tremendous stretch 
of ground. 

Wooderson will run over one of 
the fastest tracks in the world at 
Princeton. The old Nassau strip 
was built for speed, and is undoubt- 
edly better suited to record runs 
than any the Englishman has cove1- 
ed in this country But what about 
his opposition? A man needs to be 
driven to go all out, and it is doubt- 
ful if the American entrants in the 
mile will be able to carry Sydney 
along Cunningham is over the hill, 
San Romani never quite reached 
greatness as a miler, and no one 
knows the full capabilities of Chuch 
Fenske and Blaine Rideout.
